Sing Hop came here 
from Pittsburg. and Celestials say he 
contracted leprosy while on a visit to 
China.'

on the washing of his shirt 


'•Another argument is advanced in 


favor ' of American laundries. There 
are ten or eleven of them in Toledo, 
and they are owned and managed by 
citizens" of the United States. They 
employ 153 people all the year rouad, 
which means that between .500 and 600 
people are supported by them. The 
laundrymen pay over 820,000 per year 
in wages, and this sum is spent with 
local dealers in every line of trade.

He 
spends less money than a sailor during 
winter time, and is a drain on the re- 
sources of the country.

four more men set out for the wreck, 
which was quite xinder water.

Hi« Experiments Were Satisfactory nucl 


Those Who Came Doubting Were Forc- 


ed to A«lmit That There Was Some- 


thing iu It.—Brief Account of the 


Evenings Entertainment. 


The performance given by Santa- 


nelli, the hypnotist, at the Grand opera 
house last Saturday night, was gener- 
ally satisfactory to those present, the 
most of them being delighted with the 
entertainment. 


The professor prefaced his experi- 


ments with a brief talk on hypnotism.

Ladies free tonight at the Grand jf 


accompanied by one paid 80 c. ticket, 


A FIGHTER. 


Difficulties Attending the Arrest of 


a Deaf and Dumb Offender. 


The Mayor and an Outsider, Called to 


Assist, Have a Lively Time. 


James Ripley Charged with Stealing Sil- 


verware— His Record—Probably Crazed 


with Drink—A Beggar Who Had 


Heard of Our Stone Pil«—Police 


Notes. 


A deal and dumb printer who goes 


by the name of James Kipley was the 
central figure in a very exciting strug' 
gle which took-place in the music store 
of E. L. Gates, on West Second street 
Saturday evening about six o'clock.

These he packed around with 
him awhile and finally, between five 
and six o'clock had dropped into 
Gates' music store and displaying his 
treasures to' Miss Blake, Mr. Gates' 
lady- assistant, endeavored to dispose 
of them in a job lot 
Ripley recently 


did some work for Gates, which proba- 
bly accounts for the selection of his 
place. 


In the meantime the Nichols1 had 


returned home and discovered their 
loss. 
They at once reported it to 


Mayor Hall, and that gentleman was 
on his way down street to notify the 
marshal and the policemen, when he 
was informed near the corner of Sec- 
ond and Court that a deaf and dumb 
fellow was trying to dispose of some 
silverware at Gates' store. 


The mayor at once hustled over to 


Gates' and endeavored to arrest Eipley. 
Ripley resisted and the mayor called 
Mr. Cv I. Barker, who was in the 
store, to his assistance. So the proces- 
sion was formed, Eipley in the center, 
with the mayor and Barker clinging 
lovingly to an arm on either side, and 
the word given to "move on."

mayor's 


breast. At this Barker retired to a 
corner, but returned with a piano stool, 
with which he whacked Ripley over 
the head. " Ripley was not hurt, how- 
ever. The mayor then began to look 
for more help and Ripley made a dash 
for the back door. Barker headed him 
off and locked the door. Ripley then 
made a motion as if to draw a gun 
from his pocket, and was promptly 
given a tremendous blow over the 
head with a poker by that gentleman 
for his pains. By this time help had 
arrived, and Ripley, escorted by Jour 


men, 
was taken to the city prison and 


locked up. 
Ripley has had a varied career. He is in 
every sense of the word a waif, friend- 
less and forlorn. 
When he . was an in- 


fant he- was left on the doorstep of 
'aptain Wayne Ripley, a note pinned 
into his clothing asking Mr, Ripley to 
take care of him, statiog that money 
,o pay for his keeping would be sent 
regularly. 
So Ripley took the. infant 


in. The stipeud;caroe regularly for a 
few.years, then at intervals and finally 
:eased altogether. Ripley then placed 
the boy .in the county infirmary where 


remained some time. When several 


charatable ladies started the Children's 
clome, young James Ripley, as he was 
called was taken charge of by them, 
le was au incorrigible lad and it was 
necessary to send. him to to the re- 
'orm school at Lancaster on two oe- 
asions. While there, he learned the 
>rinters' trade. Several years ago he 
was sent to the penitentiary from this 
county for breaking into 
Legler's 


lat store. 
He has been in jail 


and the city prison times innumerable. 
Of late he has been in West Virginia, 
claims to nave edited a paper in .some 
small town over in the mountain dis- 
tricts. For the past three or four weeks' 


was employed in the TIMES office as 


bul-stitute, but w^s discharged a*week 


ago. 
Since then he has been loafing
